Sale of $15 million in 1958
storm drain bonds has been
approved by County Super-|
visors with bids set for open-
ing Dec. 13, Supervisor Chair-
man Burton W. Chace said
today.

Chace said the sale repre-
sents half of the $30 million
block for which bids were
recently opened and subse-
quently rejected,

A current review of funds
needed for constructing the
1958 program indicates that!
proceeds from the upcoming
sale, when added to present
cash and investment balances|
remaining. from previous
sales, will finance the pro-
gram until the spring of 1967,
The new offering will be
the 14th under the program.
Lumped with previous sales,
it represents $210 million out
of the $225 million author-
ized,

The final batch is tentative-
ly expected to be put on the
block next spring, Chace
said.
